Secretary of State Declares Tender of 


Ambassadorship to Russia Was Un­ 


solicited. 
Washington, Nov. 13. — President 
Wilson will send to the senate for 
lonfirmation the nomination of Henry 
M. Pindell, of Peoria, 111 , to be ambas­ 
sador to Russia, according to a state 
w ent 
issued 
by Secretary of State 
Bryan. 
This prospective nomination has at­ 
tracted widespread atten'lon because 
of the publication of an alleged letter 
from Senator James Hamilton Lewis 
to Pindell, in which Lewis is quoted as 
Raj int? that Pindell nee<l take the place 
for only a year, that he would nut he 
called upon to transact any important 
business, such as the making of treat­ 
ies, and that he could spend practically 
all his time traveling through Burope. 
Lewis disclaimed the letter to the 
extent of declaring that be could find 
no such communication in the flies of 
his correspondence with Pindell. 
"The ajnlwissadorshlp to Russia is 
vacant," said Secretary Bryan s state­ 
ment, "and the president has for some 
time been desirous of Ailing It by an 
appointment which would he entirely 
worthy of the great dignity and im­ 
portance of the post. 
"Knowing Mr. Pindell 
personally, 
his character, bls ability and hit? ex­ 
ceptional fitness for the duties of such 
a place, he offered him the appoint­ 
ment. 
Mr. Pindell did not seek the 
appointm ent 
It was tendered to him 
without any solicitation on his part, 
without knowledge or anticipation on 
his part that it would be offered to 
him. 
‘i n response to the offer he simply 
stated that the would be glad to serve 
the 
administration in 
any way in 
which the president thought he could 
serve it successfully, but that he did 
not feel that he could conscientiously 
ob ll .tate himself to serve the full or­ 
dinary term of a foreign diplomat, be­ 
cause he did not feel that he could 
leave his business so long The presi­ 
dent asked him to accept It for as 
long a time as he could stay, and he 
consented. 
"This Is a full statement of the mat­ 
ter, which has been grossly misrepre 
Rented. The president will not allow 
rn liciotis misrepresentation to ln*er 
terr v uh his right to nominate to the 
senate the beat qualified man within 
his choice for conspicuous and respon­ 
sible positions.” 
Secretary Bryan detuned to s’ato 
tho exact term for which Pindell has 
acrepte I the amliassadorship. saying 
that he did not believe that this point 
had been definitely settled. 
"Mr. Pindell will remain abroad as 
long as he can without endTngering 
his business Interests ” said Bryan "I 
now consider the incident Is closed.” 
Mr Pindell had an hour s talk with 
the president. Pindell was accompan­ 
ied to the White Mouse by Set rotary 
Br>nn, who, according to the alleged 
I^ewls letter, stipulated that Pindell 
could not have the ambassadorship un­ 
less ’he 
agreed to tile arrangement 
Mentioned. 
Pindell Is sal I to have submitted to 
ho president all the correspondence 
he has hail with Senator Lewis and 
others pertaining to the ‘‘social” ain 
hassadorsbip to Russia. 
No information could be obtained aa 
to whether such a letter as that at­ 
tributed to Lewis was contained In 
this correspondence, hut the inference 
from the cautions statem ents made af 
ter Pindell*# rail at the White House 
was that he had no record of any such 
communication.
